Fateful 


Fo General Eisenhower the 
chips now are all down. He has 
made his peace with Senator 
Robert Taft, a bitter and an ex- 
acting man in a sort of political 
Shylock role, *‘The Merchant of 
Vengeance.’’ What the price was, 
no one knows, but there was a 
price, and this is a time of infla- 
tion. It is known that Senator Taft 
told intimates, in advance of the 
meeting, that he would demand, 
in writing, a promise not to ap- 
point anyone of three certain men 
as Secretary of State (one was 
certainly Tom Dewey), and also 
pledges to name Taft men to 
high strategic places in the cab- 
inet, and to make no real altera- 
tions in the Taft-Hartley law. 

Senator Taft was ‘reasonably 
satisfied’’ by the bargain, but he 
liked it well enough to go to work 
for the party—as he had not be- 
fore. 

And that was something the 
general had to have, even if it 
meant swallowing his pride, and 
abandoning his ‘‘no compromise” 
position of the convention. There 
he had risked the nomination on a 
firm refusal to make any deal 
whatsoever on the stolen dele- 
gates from Georgia and Texas. 

In his preliminary travels the 
general learned that the unhap- 
piness, bitterness and apathy of 
the Midwestern political leaders 
over their failure to nominate 
Senator Taft was a much more 
serious problem than he had be- 
lieved. 


Deal 


He had looked forward from 
his own character and had thought 
that when he had won, and had 
gone immediately to shake the 
hand of the defeated candidate, 
that the American policy of fair 
play would come into effect and 
the party would swing behind him. 
But, he found it otherwise. In 
Ohio they were cool to him. And 
in Indiana, even after he had en- 


dorsed Senator Jenner, whom he | 


can not help disliking, they said 
for publication his endorsement 
was “‘not strong enough.”’ And che 
defeated Taft, far from accepting 
the decision, let it be known he 
had to have his pound of Eisen- 
hower political flesh. 

The idealists among the Eisen- 


fellow converted at a revival,’ 
one of them told me, by the no- 
compromise stand at Chicago. 
But, now, there has been more 
than one deal and, to make their 
sorrow more acute, the man whom 
they defeated at Chicago and with 
whom they refused to make a deal 
for the stolen delegates was able 
to make the general come to him 
and accept the Taft terms.

Casket of Frederick the Great 


Removed to Hohenzollern Castle 


HECHINGEN, Germany, Sept. 14—(#—The caskets of Frederick 
the Great and his father, Frederick Wilhelm I, were given a rest- 
ing place today in the chapel of Hohenzollern Castle. 

According to a declaration of the house of Hohenzollern, the 
caskets will remain in the 1,000-year-old castle atop its tree-studded 
hill until such time as “‘“Germany will again be reunited in free- 
dom,’’ and then be returned to Potsdam, now in the Soviet zone. 

The caskets of Frederick Wilhelm I, 1688-1740, who built the 
military might of Prussia, and Frederick the Great, 1712-1786, who 
welded together the powerful German kingdom, were removed 
from Potsdam during the war and hidden in a salt mine in Saxony 
for safekeeping. They were recovered by the American Army and 
placed in more hallowed grounds in Elizabeth’s Church in Mar- 
burg until today. 

The removal to Hechingen was ordered by Crown Prince Wil- 
helm before he died last year. 

Three hundred Germans, including four members of the royal 
family and nigh-ranking members of the Bonn federal government, 
attended today’s services.

Started It All 


Taking a leaf from Harry Truman’s 
book on how to win elections, the presi- 
dential candidates have embarked upon 
whistle-stop tours that will delight the 
American voters and leave them better 
anformed and better acquainted with 
the personalities and views’ of the 
‘Messrs. Stevenson and Eisenhower. 


The tours will leave the candidates 
‘with a clearer understanding of the 
“great American electorate, its feelings 
‘and its powers. From them they will 
‘gain a better perspective of the great- 
ness of the people who are being asked 
to choose their chief executive for the 
next four years. 

Mr. Truman established in 1948 a 
precedent that is very likely to become 
the custom in American politics. He 
proved that the American people like 
‘to meet their candidates, that they ad- 
‘mire courage and forthrightness. He 
‘proved that a candidate who takes his 
‘case to the people in person has the 
advantage over one who issues state- 
ments from ivory towers, aloof from 
the common man. 

And so this year more voters will 
see and hear their presidential candi- 
dates in person than ever before. 
Through the medium of television mil- 
lions of others will become acquainted 
‘with the personalities of the candidates. 
‘Through radio and newspapers the pub- 
dic wil] be able to hear and read what 
they have to say.

When Did Wit 


Become a Sin? 


WASHINGTON—One of our American in- 
stitutions and traditions is the little red 
schoolhouse. Meaning public education. In 
the little red schoolhouse, in the early days, 
young America learned the three r’s—read- 
ing, ‘riting and ’rithmetic. 

There was a man who became great 
among us. Abraham Lincoln, who got very 
little even of that, but 
taught himself, and de- 
veloped one of the finest 
English styles, simple 
and poetic. Style is more 
than putting words to- 
gether in proper order. 
Style expresses the per- 
son, the individuality, the 
inner man. Abraham 
Lincoln had a great soul 
and it came out in his 
writing. Nor was it held 
against him that he could express himself 
beautifully. 

Out of ‘“‘higher education’’ we got an- 
other great man among us who had a style 
all his own. He was Woodrow Wilson, and 
it was not held against him that he could 
express himself beautifully and forcefully. 

Which brings us down to a rather strange 
development in our current presidential 
campaign—almost an ‘‘un-American”’ devel- 
opment when you consider the store we as a 
people have set by the little red schoolhouse 
and all it has meant in our growth as a 
nation. 

This is the issue that Republicans are 
making, covertly and openly, against the 
Democratic candidate for president, Adlai 
E. Stevenson, because he can write well and 
speak well, and sprinkles his writing and 
speeches with wit and humor so that they 
are a delight to read and hear. 

Governor Stevenson has style, even as 
did Abraham Lincoln and Woodrow Wilson. 
In truth, the series of speeches he has de- 
livered already in the campaign make up 
as fine a discussion of current problems 
from his and his party’s viewpoint as any 
presidential campaign has produced.

NEW YORK—We haven’t offered three 
cheers for the great American newspaper- 
boy for too long. So here goes a tip of the 
lid for the nation’s 500,000 young men who 
bring the latest news to your doorstep. It 
used to be that a presidential candidate had 
to be born in a log cabin to warrant any 
serious consideration from the voters. To- 
day, in all fields, it must help to have been 
a newspaperboy. So many successful Ameri- 
cans were. 

Ben Fairless, president of U. S. Steel, for 
instance. And a host of governors, including 
Tom Dewey of New York and Val Peterson

; Court Justices Fred Vin- 
son, Bill Douglas and 
Tom Clark, Morton 
Downey, Gen. Omar 
Bradley, Ralph _ Kiner, 
ex-President Herbert 
Hoover and presidential 
hopeful Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower, Harold Stassen 
and Walt Disney, Bing

ard, Jimmy Hatlo and Happy Chandler, 
Jack Dempsey and Gene Tunney. 

“After having worked in composing the 
types and printing off the sheets, I was em- 
ployed to carry the papers thro’ the streets 
to the customers,”’ Benjamin Franklin wrote, 
deaiing with that part of his life when he 
was 12. He may have been the first Ameri- 
can newspaperboy. At least he is the first 
immortal one. 

During the war the country’s newspaper- 
boys made a remarkable contribution to 
fund-raising, under the auspices of the In- 
ternational Circulation Managers’ Associa- 
tion. Some 300,000 of them, distributing 939 
U. S. newspapers, sold $179,831,295.80 worth 
of war stamps to their customers. The 
Treasury department was delighted enough 
to announce: : 

‘The program was successful in the eyes 
of the department not only because of the 
money these boys raised from sources not 
accessible to any other agency, but also be- 
cause of the collateral effect their persistent 
efforts had in keeping the families of the 
nation constantly reminded of the need for 
war savings throughout the duration.’’ 


The Treasury and the boys have been 


allies since then. 

Tom Edison, Henry Ford, Al Smith and 
Knute Rockne were newspaperboys. So were 
Al Jolson and Sen. Arthur Vandenberg, and 
Red Skelton, Jimmy Cagney, Joe Martin, 
Charlie Luckman, Adolph Ochs, Charlie 
Schwab, Sen. Wayne Morse and Bill Veeck. 

They all might have made it easily with- 
out the apprenticeship of getting up earlier 
than the other kids, working harder, and 
learning more thoroughly the rudiments of 
business and the business of life. But I 
doubt it.

He pitied the y Soap 
old man who was des- 
perately trying to lean 
on a vision when now he 
should be leaning on a 
record. 

Every time I drive 
down Clairmont Avenue 
in Decatur I think of Dr. 
Hall and that story. Be- 
cause on that avenue is ' 
one of the most beautiful _ 
and impressive churches to be found any- 
where. As I go by it I always slow down. 
Most of the time I stop, and I feed my soul 
on the magnificence and beauty of that 
church. 

But more than by the building itself, am 
I inspired by the realization that it is an 
actual recording on earth of a heavenly 
vision. It was 12 years ago that Dick Hall 
came to Decatur. Not only is he a big man 
physically, but also spiritually. Earlier in 
life he had a bone infection which would 
have caused lesser men to give up. Though 
it took him 10 years of pain and hardship, 
with the help of God and his physicians, he 
overcame that infection. Through it all he 
neither lost faith nor hope. 

Thus it was only natural that he would 
see a great vision for his church in Decatur, 
The congregation caught his great enthusi- 
asm as they too saw the vision. It would not 
be easy but one with faith is not looking for 
ease. More than a million dollars it cost. To- 
day it stands, and for generations hence, 
eloquently proclaiming the words of St. 
Paul, “‘I was not disobedient unto the heav- 
enly vision.’’ (Acts 26:19). 

It reminds me of a little poem I like: 
‘Great it is to believe a dream, As we sit 
in youth by the starry stream ... Greater 
it is to fight life through, and say at the end, 
The dream is true.”’ 

So often we say, “It’s a good idea but I 
am not able to accomplish it.’’

Do You Aspire to a Diplomatic Career? 


Try Making Sense of This Gobbledegook

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—(P—Young men. and 
women aspiring to careers in American diplomacy 
must be able to master official gobbledegook. 

That was made plain today by State depart- 
ment publication of sample questions from ex- 
aminations given applicants for appointment as 
foreign service officers. 

To test their ‘‘abilty to read the English lan- 
guage with comprehension and with reasonable 
speed,” one recent class of applicants was con- 
fronted with this passage and asked a series of 
questions aimed at disclosing whether they under- 
stood it:

Educator Airs ‘Iniquities’ 


Of County Unit System

An Atlanta University political science professor has labeled the 
county unit system ‘‘iniquitous’’ and undemocratic and declared that 


the fight to extend the system to 
gear. 

“Already,’”’ said Dr. William M. 
Boyd, ‘‘the governor has requested 


the support of state officials and 
has announced that the Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee will 
soon establish headquarters in At- 
lanta to spearhead the campaign.”’ 

Dr. Boyd added that advocates 
of the proposal are saying that 
the extension of the unit system 
is the only way to protect ‘white 
supremacy” and to avoid radical 
city control under the domination 
of ‘‘them lying city newspapers.”’ 

“This appeal to racialism and 
emotionalism is an old but sordid 
political trick,’’ Dr. Boyd con- 
tinued. 

The educator said the county 
unit system not only dilutes the 
votes of persons in urban areas, 
but also makes it possible for rural 
areas to have political power out 
of proportion to population. 

“Further,’’ he continued ‘“‘this 
extension of the system to the gen- 
eral election would (1) retard, if 
not make impossible, the develop- 
ment of the two-party system and 
(2) make it possible for the ad- 
ministration to create a_ political 


machine which would control Geor-| 


gia in perpetuity, regardless of the 
people’s desires.”’ 


White House Revisited 


An Atlanta woman who was a 
White House servant to the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
revealed here that she plans to re- 
sume work on a book which re- 
lates her experiences during the 
12 years she served in the Presi- 
dent’s official home. 

Back in Atlanta after a recent 
trip to Washington and New York, 
Mrs. Lizzie McDuffy, said she 
visited the Roosevelt family in 
New York during the trip. She 
also expressed surprise in the 
changes wrought in 
House since its renovation. 

“During my 12 years as servant 
in. the White House, not only did 
I act as servant, but in 1940 and 
1944 President Roosevelt asked me 
to do some political stumping for 
him. I told the President that I 
did not know anything about polli- 
tics, but Mr. Roosevelt said ‘you 
can talk and you know the facts 
in my case, therefore, you carry 
them to your people’— and I did,”’ 
she added.

In Georgia

A trained ‘‘army’’ of more than 
800 men scattered throughout 119 
Georgia counties is getting ready 
for action this fall against one of 
the most destructive enemies of 
the state. 

The enémy is fire that last year 
destroyed or severely damaged 
nearly 200,000 acres of Georgia 
timber, 

Opposing this enemy are the dis- 
trict and county foresters, forest 
rangers, patrolmen and _ investi- 
gators and the men who man 223 
lookout towers over the state. 

The reason they are approaching 
a high state of readiness is that 

the fall and winter months consti- 
tute the ‘‘fire season,’’ when the 
danger is greatest in the dry wood- 
lands. 

Actually these forest fire detec- 
tors and fighters have kept pretty 
much in trim this summer, be- 
cause of a prolonged drought. But 
they know the most dangerous 
months are just ahead, beginning 
with October when the leaves 
begin to fall to the ground, creat- 
ing a tinder amidst dry grass, 
pine needles and undergrowth,

Ole Miss Can’t Miss 


OXFORD, Miss., Sept. 14—Out of the gymnasium at 
the University of. Mississippi rang the shrill voices-of agi- 
tated young ladies. The sound filled the hollow emptiness 
of the basketball emporium and somewhat frightened a vis- 
itor, who as vet had come across much muscle on this 
Southeastern Conference visitation, but little of this type of 
enthusiasm. 

Inside, six young females shrieked football victory calls of Ole 
Miss at vacant seats, emulating battle conditions on the sidelines 
for a team that was at that very time sweating blood on a practice 

field 200 yards away. Cheerleaders were 
in training for the football season and by 
all standards available they were ready, 
a handsome balance of experience, talent 
and exciting voice. Across the way it 
wasn’t at all easy to convince John 
Vaught, the late Texas Christian all- 
American, that his Rebel beeves were 
equally as well prepared. 

“Yeah,” he said, ‘‘I been reading all 
that stuff and there’s nothing I admire 
more than good writing. I wish I was as 
well convinced as the gentlemen who've 
decided that we should be so good.”’ 


Ole Miss, you see, has been voted 
third place in the SEC standings be- 
hind Geargia Tech and Tennessee. 
The selection has heen based on two 
major points: (1) A fleet of backs 
with hot feet, and (2) a schedule fa- 
vorable to an undefeated record inside 


Bisher the family. 


We shall take up the two items in order, leading off with the mat- 
ter of backfield equipment. 

The most bashful of Rebel alumni will confess that the -back- 
field is stocked with first-grade material. It isn’t nearly so deep as 
Georgia Tech’s but it’s just as impressive as far as it goes and like 
they say in the poolrooms you can't play but four backs at a time. 


The leader is Jimmy Lear, an all-American prep back now a 
manly senior, and possibly the best quarterback in the league this 
season. He's not just a quarterback. He can run as well as throw, 
and in Vaught’s wide-open split this kind of talent is much at home. 
He’s an impressive leader and a smart play caller. 


He'll be working largely with Allen Muirhead, Wissy Dillard and 
Bazs Brenner. That's the way it looks now. Any day now Dillard may 
be unseated by Lea Pasley, and Brenner by Jim Matthews or Harol 
Lofton. Muirhead won't be moved. He’s in as solid as the queen of 
England, but he'll be.supported by Dick Westerman on the rare occa | 


sions he isn't knocking for the Rebels on offense. 


—Behind Lear, a Freshman With an Arm 
Muirhead and Pasley, 


both from smallish Mississippi towns, were 
an astonishing one-two punch as freshmen last year. Fact is, Muir- 
head was the leading ground gainer on the .club. He’s light (167), 
elusive and a quick starter with power that exceeds his size. Both 


he and Lear should be knocking with authority for all-SEC. 


Pasley is an elusive change-of-pace runner who can pass on 
the hoof, Dillard, now a seasoned senior, hasn’t this kind of mod- 
ern taient. But he's a steady power driver who's hard to bring 
down. Brenner isn't the ideal kind of fullback, but the Memphis 
senior is a dodger who's quick and effective when shown a sliver 
of daylight. Matthews was first considered the man most likely 
to succeed the amazing Showboat Boykin at fullback, but this 
fellow has yet to play a minute in the SEC, and he’s a sophomore 
of erratic tendency. 


Behind this group is Westerman, who must bounce back from 
a scrious game injury of a year ago; Lofton, another all-American 
prep hero who's switching from defense to offense as a junior and 
wiio deals in a hard.charge’and carries unusual blocking recommenda- 
tions, and stubby Harold Seeger, a sophomore who looks much like 
Georgia’s Joe Geri, and runs like him. 

A freshman gets the play behind Lear, and the play has heen 
extremely flat His name is Tommy Spiers, out of Osceola, 
Arx. Lear may look upon him as relief rather than a man after his 
job. Spiers has a great arm, but he isn’t quick enough to be a 
runner that makes the split-T’ dangerously effective. And then, of 
course, he’s a rookie, limiting his effectivencss in general. He comes, 
however, with a great record, completed 121 of 152 passes for 1,452 
yards in his Ingh school senior year. Sounds as if he'll remain a 
iegend for a long time in Osceola. 

Up front,” the Rebels have some classified weaknesses at defen- 
sive end and tackle. All-SEC Hal Maxwell is gone from end and Bill 
Vatson and Ken Barfield are missing at tackle. In neither case, 
however, can it be said that Vaught is making a great sacrifice in 
replacements. Edd Parker joins veteran Jim Mask at end and Henry 
Tinton teams with 3ig Mo’’ Morganti, wasting away to 240. At 
tackles the result is liable to be just as good if not better.

tie a can to the Rebel running game. It isn’t likely. 


“It all depends,’’ Vaught reasoned, “on how well we get 
started, how well we evade injuries and how well the spirit 
holds up. Last year it was the very best’’—and he might have 
pointed out that it got that way after he banned automobiles and 
scholarships for husband athletes. ‘‘I definitely don’t think we've 
toe outstanding personnel, only fair. What we're trying to get is 
boys who want most of all to win for Ole Miss.’’

NEW YORK, Sept. 13—(#—Manager Casey 
Stengel of the New York Yankees has been calied 
a clown, a smart manager and a fine handler of 
men.

Last spring the Associated Press asked the 
16 major league managers for their viewpoints 
on the 1952 season. 

Let’s look back now and see how some of the 
pilots have fared as prognosticators.

Manager Al Lopez of the Indians based his 
team’s chances on the return to form of Luke 
Easter and Larry Doby. 

“With Easter’s knee and Doby’s legs in shape,

Pounds Added 


As Age Grows 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


When you visit the doctor’s 
office, the first thing he has you 
do is to step on the scales... 
then he asks your age. Not be- 
cause the two go together but 
because overweight becomes in- 
creasingly dangerous with ad- 
vanced years. 

Just what is ‘‘normal weight’’ 
for the individual has not been 
decided. The term used now is 
desirable weight. That brings up 
the question, what is desirable 
weight? 

Taking the long view, desir- 
able weight is that at which a 
person lives longest. To know 
in advance, this would have to 
be taken up with the recording 
angel. 

One authority gives this defi- 
nition of excess poundage: 10 
per cent above desirable weight 
is overweight; 20 per cent above 
is termed obesity. 

In figuring desirable weight, a 
good rule of thumb is to allow 
100, 105, or 110 pounds. for the 
first five feet of height, depend- 
ing on. whether your frame is 
small, medium, or large. 

Allow five pounds for each ex- 
tra inch over five feet of height. 
For an exceptionally large 
frame, heavy bones and heavy 
musculature, an additional 10 
per cent may be added to total! 
weight. But that is top weight 
at any age. 

Speaking of age .. . your desir- 
able weight at 26 is supposedly 
the weight at which you are 
likely to live the longest.
